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C hicago , April 30.—The Inter Ocean’s 
correspondent at Washing ton City tele­ 
g raphs as follows: A visit to the g roat sil­ 
ver vault of the treasury department, where 
the count of its millions of dollars is now in 
prog ress, is not without interest, althoug h 
there is nothing to bo seen except the 
numerous 
small bag s filled 
with 
silver 
coins, and a half dozen men moving them 
from one cell to another. 
The vault is 
reached by way of the cashier’s room of the 
treasury and the elevator used to convey 
money to tho vaults for storag e and the 
express office for shipment 
Upon reaching 
the lower floor a few steps bring s the visitor 
to the entrance to the vault, tho g reat 
doors of which stand 
wide open dur­ 
ing 
the 
prog ross of tho count. 
There 
are 
two 
of 
t.heso doore, 
about tour 
foot apart, forming what may be likened 
unto a vestibule. 
Both are fortified with 
two or three double combination 
locks. 
Upon the outer doors is tho most perfect 
pattern of chronometer lock, which works 
automatically. 
It loosens the fastening s at 
8:30 in the morning and makes them tig ht 
ag ain at 4:30 in the afternoon. 
The interior 
of the vault very much resembles a larg o 
police station “ cooler.” It is about ton feet 
hig h. 
A 
passag eway threo 
feet wide 
runs its entire leng th. 
Upon either side are 
small apartments, perhaps eig ht by ten 
feet, separated by open latice-work of iron 
bars two inches wide and three-fourths of an 
inch thick. 
In these rooms, which look so 
much like tho cells of the “ cooler,” the bag s 
of money are corded up; each sack of strong 
white canvas contains 1,000 silver dollars, 
and weig hs to be exact, fifty-nine pounds throe 
ounces, and each bears a stamp in elliptical 
form with tho words: “ U. &, Treasury; 1,- 
000 dollars. 
Washing ton, D. C.” 
Your correspondent found the work of 
woig hing the coins in active prog ress. Eig ht 
or ten sturdy men, some white and some 
black, are tug g ing away at the sacks which 
ore being passed from one of the cells to the 
scale in the corridor, and from there carried 
to another room on the opposite side and 
stowed away. 
The air Is close, heated by a 
dozen 
g as-burners. 
Tha 
men 
are in 
their shirt sleeve» , and prespire freely 
as 
they 
pass 
rapidly 
to 
and 
fro 
freig hted with their precious burdens. 
To 
them there is no romance or sentiment about 
the handling of all these millions. 
In fact, 
it is hard, solid work. Sixty pounds is not a 
g reat load for a man to lift once or twice, 
but when he does it rig ht along for hours at 
. time, carrying one of these sacks every 
half minute or so, it is likely to test tho in­ 
teg rity of his spinal column. 
It is not any 
lig hter becauso it is money, the sacks are 
just as heavy a» thoug h they were hods of 
brick or mortar. 
Tho scale used is one of the most perfect 
and sensitive, and is carefully adjusted to 
detect the slig htest variation, 
Sack aftor 
sack is laid upon the scale and there doe* 
not seem to V»e tho difference of an atom. 
Beside the scale situ a stout, red-faced man 
who only needs a surplice to look liken bishop 
or a justice of the supreme court. This is Mr. 
Cassell, who is Treasurer Wyman’s “ second” 
in tho count. 
Near him sits a Mr. Bmith, a 
sharp-eyed young man, who 
represents 
Mr. 
J ordan, the 
incoming 
treasurer. 
Tho 
third 
member 
of tho committee 
is Mr. Whitney, a treasury official, who 
represents tho secretary and acts as a sort 
of referee. 
He is an old hand at the busi­ 
ness of weig hing and counting , and knows 
just how to work it. 
Besides assisting a 
couple of times in such work here he has 
four times had charg e of tiie periodical 
count at tho sub-treasury in New York, 
whore there are many times more coin than 
hero. 
There are now in tho treasury vaults 
but $ 9,000,000 in silver, 
arid 
83,500,000 
in g old coin, while at New York there are 
$ 30,000.000 in rilver and 875,000,009 in g old. 
In making the present count it was the 
plan at first to “ dump” all the sacks—that 
is, to empty tho oontents of each —into a 
hopper on the scale, for the double purpose 
of verifying the weig ht and of making sure 
that each sack actually contains silver dol­ 
lars and not something else. 
This process 
would make the work threefold g reater. 
Each soick is securely tied 
and 
closed 
with 
sealing 
wax, 
and bears a tug 
with 
tho 
name 
of 
tho person 
who 
counted it and the date of sealing . 
To 
break all the seals, untie, empty, refill, re­ 
tie, and roseal 9,000 <»f these sack would be [ awn 
a g reat job. 
Bo, after having a few Ofiened, 
Mr. J ordan concluded that it was not neces­ 
sary, that he would Ins satisfied with open­ 
ing one now and than. 
The sharp chink of 
tho coins as the sacks are toss<jd about is 
considered g ood prima facie evidence a._> to 
tho co n ten ts. This work will g o on for a 
week lo n g er, by which time 20 ' tons of 
silver dollars will have been placed sack by 
sack upon the scale. 
As one looks at those g reat heaps of coin 
ho may almost imag ine that he ha- found 
the treasures of ("apt. Kidd. 
Perhaps he is 
remind© 1 of tho Peruvian prince who-« sub­ 
jects pai I tho price of his ransom to Piznrro 
by filling a room with g old uni silver to 
g ratify the avarice of the Bpanish conqueror. 
Bo far as can be judg ed the money was in a 
very safe place. 
The floor of the vault

Aftor the weig hing of the silver the same 
process will be applied to the g eld and frac­ 
tional rilver coins. 
Tho g reatest part of tho 
work of making tho 
count will bo in 
handling tho paper currency. This will be 
done by a forco of export counters, and will 
take probably throe woeks.

No business is well conducted without 
systematic rules which are strictly adhered 
to. 
Housek eeping is as much a business as 
book k eeping, though I think but few house­ 
k eepers ever look at it in that light. 
There should be a place for everything, to 
begin with. 
A groat deal of vexation, of 
loss of timo, and extra labor, results from 
not having things whero they belong, 
you are in a hurry to find anything it gen 
erally happens that it can’t bo 
fo u n d -, o r, 
1 
found, it has to bo hunted for. 
This can all 
be avoided bv forming the habit of puttu ,, 
each article in its proper place, and k eeping 
it there, when not in use. 
It is au easy m at­ 
ter to do this when once that habit is formed. 
Do not allow yourself to “lay anything down 
wherever it “comes handy to do so 
If 
your k itchen has not conveniences of the 
k ind required, mak e them, or get them 
made. 
Insist on having a set of small 
drawers in which to k eep spices, etc., near 
your mixing table. 
Have these drawer* 
labeled plainly. 
Have a place by itself for 
such vessels as you use in bak ing and other 
cook ing. Never let these vessels get into 
any other departm ent 
Have a place near 
the mixing-table and the flour bin or barrel 
for sugar, and salt, and raisins-in short for 
everything used in cook ing. 
This concen­ 
trates your labor; there will be no necessity 
for running here and there 
wanted. 
When you want anything, you 
k now where it is. 
Let the idea of a place 
for everything and everything in its place 
be carried out in all departments of the 
household. 
To reduce housek eeping to a system, you 
m ust arrange your work after a plan, and 
let this plan be adhered to. 
Tak e it up in an 
orderly way—not, as so many do--in 
jumble, doing a little of this now and then 
a little of that, or trying to do a half dozen 
things at the same time. 
Get one thing out 
of the way before you begin another, 
your work over and decide the order in 
which it can done to the best advantage 
and 
haviog ascertained from experiment,

In a short time you will see house­ 
hold m atters moving lik o clock -work . There 
will be no clash, no confusion.

In doing housework , it should bo tho aim or 
the housek eeper to save time and labor, as 
far as possible.

By having things 
proper place, and k nowing just 
bo done, at a particular time, you can econ­ 
omize time and labor to a great extent.

The bride was dressed, en train, in white 
silk and brocaded satin, trimmed with 
beautiful lace; orange blossoms and nat­ 
ural flowers. 
The bride's maids, Misses Maria O'Con­ 
nor, of Amboy , and Minnie Dolan, sister 
of the bride, were dressed in white swiss, 
trimmed with oriental lace and Howe: s. 
They all appeared lovely and were dress­ 
ed very tastefully . 
Thomas Dolan, a 
brother of the bride, and Andrew lien* 
nessy were the groom’s men. 
After the 
solemn and impressive service at the 
church there was a very pleasant recep­ 
tion at the residence.

The happy couple le ft this after­ 
noon for their home iu New York, with 
the best wishes of T he T e l e gr ap h and 
a host of friends. 


—The Dixon Water Company is now* 
making arrangements to place the pipe 
that is to connect North Dixon w ith the 
works on the south side, on the bed of 
the river below the bridge. 
Workmen 
have for a day or so been making sound­ 
ings below the iron bridge with such an 
object in view. 
It is thought by some 
that the water is so rapid there that the 
wash and changes in the bed of the river 
is so great that the pipe can not be placet 
there. 
In view of the fact that the man 
agers have had such signal failures in 
their efforts heretofore to lay pipes on 
the river-bed at that particular place we 
can but look upon this movement as very 
strange and somewhat mysterious. 
The 
company claimed, as good reason for the 
large donation it asked for and receivei 
from the city , that the failure to place the 
pipes on the river bed below the bridge 
cost the Water Company over three thous 
and dollars. We are informed that the 
company has now asked the city to per­ 
mit the managers to place the pipes be­ 
low the bridge instead of above the dam. 
This petition or request becomes neces­ 
sary so that the Water Works may be re­ 
leased from its agreement to place the 
pipes above the dam and at the same time 
draw its pay for the useless North Dixon 
hydrants. 
It will be remembered that 
the city agreed to pay water rent for the 
North side, just the same as though wat 
er was furnished there. 
The water rent 
will arnonnt to between five and six hun­ 
dred dollars, as stated by us (and contra­ 
dicted by the Sun and other advocates of 
the swindle) when the liberal donation 
was made. 
We never could understand 
just why the city should give to strangers 
so much money without consideration, 
but was informed that the object was to 
induce the Water Company to lay its pipes 
aboy e the dam. 
As T h e T e l e g r a f h had 
advised the company to lay its pipes above 
the dam in the first place we did not en­ 
joy assisting, as a tax payer, in pay ing 
strangers about fine hundred dollars for 
not taking our good advice. 
We, how­ 
ever, wish it understood that T h e T e l e ­ 
g r a p h has not any very great interest in 
the question as to where the water pipes 
shall be placed in crossing the river. We 
do not care where or how they are placed; 
but we do object to any pay ments of 
money made by the city council for such 
haphazard and foolish engineering as 
that which has been witnessed in placing 
the water pipes in this city . 
Before the 
contract between the city and the Water 
Company was completed for the works 
here T h e T e l e g r a p h gave due notice 
that just the sort of abuses as those that 
all have witnessed would be imposed up­ 
on the people. In this case there is no 
gratification in being able to repeat the 
“ I told y ou so!“ for no citizen who has 
the good of this people and city at heart 
can remember with other than feelings of 
sorrow the fact that this city is pay ing 
for water works that have been but very 
little protection to property from fire 
during the past almost half a y ear. 
Pay ­ 
ing taxes for such purposes will not giy e 
us prosperity and the sooner 
there is a 
stop put to such business the better for 
this people. That we may not be misun­ 
derstood or accused of any sort of an in­ 
nuendo we will state that the pay ment 
for any water rent whatever since the 
pipes have been frozen up would be a 
swindle on this people. 
If the Water 
Company should go through without be­ 
ing sued by the c ity for leaving all our 
property without protection from fire it 
may consider itself quite fortunate and 
this people can be looked upon as a meek 
and forgiving lot. 
Water Works that 
had served to put down conflagrations 
and protect the city at a cost of but two 
or three hundred dollars per y ear were 
abandoned that works might be put in 
that have been of little use much of the 
time. 
When the Water company give us 
efficient service the T e l e g r a p h will in­ 
sist on the pay ment of every cent due for 
hydrant rental; but we do object to money 
being taken from the city treasury, as it 
undoubtedly will be, to pay for services 
not rendered.

—The New York mugwump papers are 
now engaged in the very laudable enter­ 
prise of working themselves into the be­ 
lief that there is soon to he some sort of 
a millennium inaugurated in the political 
affairs of this country .

Independent Republican journals, nota­ 
bly the Po st, Ha rp erx Wa kh /, Mo tio n 
and 
Tit/u s, are not really happy over the state 
of affairs about these days, but they are 
whistling quite cheerfully to keep their 
courage up, and make themselves and 
their readers believe that as to civil ser­ 
vice reform there is really something in 
it iu the near future. 
They commenced 
the work at hand by abusing the lower 
order of Democracy and suggesting a 
hope that the aristocratic rulers of the 
party in power may rid itself of this ob 
noxious feature. 
The re-appointment o 
the New York postmaster as a reward for 
his treachery to the Republican party was 
hailed as a grand triumph for the mug 
wumps. 
The entire Independent Repub 
lican influence of the east was used to se 
cure this crumb of comfort. 
How this 
one appointment out of the man}* made 
can be referred to so pompously , as an in 
dication that President Cleveland is also 
a mugwump, we do not understand. 
To 
show just how illogical is the claim that 
the re-appointment of postmaster Pear 
son is in the interest of cly il service re­ 
form it is only necessary to state that’tlie 
appointee’s conduct in the last presiden­ 
tial campaign had in it all the elements 
that have ever been claimed as those that 
make up the composition “ of an offensive 
partisan.” T h e T e l e g rap h does not 
understand that any political boss bum 
mer or ward politician, caucus packer or 
tricky wire-puller, ever performed more 
despicable work in politics than that 
shown in the operations of Postmaster 
earson, of New York. 
He refused to 
the employ es of the office of which he 
was the head, the privilege of every 
American citizen, that of voting. 
The 
right was withheld from legal voters for 
the sole reason 
that the 
postmaster 
thought that probably every voter would 
cast his ballot for certain candidates. This 
was an outrage upon the employ es be­ 
cause it was an act that strikes at the 
very foundation of the Republic; at the 
basis of a free government.

ter Pearson controlled by such dishonor­

o r a f h is informed, to carry the state of 
New Y'ork for Cleveland and for this very 
“ civil service” the self sty led civil ser­ 
vice reformers of the east demanded the 
re-appointment of the traitor.

desires to inaugurate! The mugwumps 
there are welcome to such a reform. The

couutry without forfeiting the right to 
represent in high places the people who 
fought to save the country ; until lie has, 
at least, repented of his treachery . 
If 
Postmaster Pearson’s conduct in the last 
campaign can not bp classed with that of 
what is known as “ offensive partisunism” 
we are at a loss to understand just what 
is meant by the term.
